Critics  Say  Proposal  Would 
Violate  South  Cove  Urban 
Renewal  Plan 

Members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  plan  to  hear 
from  critics  and  proponents 
of  the  proposed  Mass  Pike 


Towers  II  project  in  a  hear¬ 
ing  on  April  1, 12:30  p.m. 

A  hearing  was  planned 
for  March  18,  but  was  can¬ 
celled  days  earlier. 

Councilor  James  Kelly  is 
sponsoring  the  hearing. 

Mass  Pike  Towers  II  is  a 


13-story,  225-unit  market- 
rate  apartment  building 
proposed  by  the  owner  of 
the  existing  Mass  Pike 
Towers  low-income  hous¬ 
ing  complex.  Trinity 
Financial. 

The  tower,  which  would 


be  built  on  Mass  Pike 
Towers'  long,  thin  parking 
lot  along  Marginal  Road, 
would  more  than  double 
the  population  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  five-building  complex.

Move  to 
New  Upper 
School  Site 
Hits  Snag 

Delays  Likely; 
Details  on  Planned 
Sept.  Move  Vague

Plans  to  move  Chinatown's 
Quincy  Upper  School  into  a  big¬ 
ger  building  by  September 
appear  to  have  hit  a  snag, 
according  to  school  officials. 

Though  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino  promised  last  August 
that  the  upper  school  would  relo¬ 
cate  to  the  Old  Boston 
High/Lincoln  School  site  "in 
time  to  welcome  students  in 
September  2004,"  that  plan  will 
likely  change.  According  to

A  Preview  of  the  Metropolitan 


Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center 
Leads  Tour  of  Mixed- 
Use  Building

Alvin  Wing  hopes  that  one 
day  he  and  the  other  members 
of  the  American  Legion  Post 
328  in  Chinatown  could  move 
into  the  Metropolitan,  a  nearly 
completed  23-story  building 
near  Tai  Tung  village. 

Wing  also  hopes  he  and  his 
wife  can  move  into  a  condo  in 
the  building  in  a  few  years. 

"Both  my  wife  and  I  are 
fairly  active  in  the  communi¬ 
ty,"  said  Wing,  who  now  lives 
in  Brookline. 

Wing  and  other  members  of 
the  American  Legion  Post  328, 
along  with  staff  of  the  Boston 
Asian  Youth  Essentials  and 
representatives  of  Fleet  Bank 
and  Citizens  Bank  joined  a 


tour  of  the  mixed-income  high- 
rise  on  March  12. 

Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center  (BCNC) 
led  the  tour  of  the  first  five 
floors  of  the  Metropolitan, 
which  has  the  Chinese  name 
"Sun  Yi  Da  Ha"  (or  "The 
Mansion  of  Trust  and 
Brotherhood"). 

David  Moy,  director  of 
BCNC,  said  that  the  new  build¬ 
ing  will  allow  the  agency  to 
operate  in  one  building. 
Currently,  BCNC  is  spread  out 
in  five  locations  throughout 
the  neighborhood. 

"We're  running  out  of 
space,"  said  Moy. 

He  said  that  the  agency's 
space  in  the  Metropolitan  will 
allow  it  to  have  a  permanent 
home  that's  not  influenced  by 
the  area's  "skyrocketing  rents." 

"We  will  be  able  to  stay 
here,  well  into  the  future,"  he 
said.

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Chinatown  Agencies 
Tour  Metropolitan 
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BCNC  will  operate 
from  portions  of  the  first 
five  floors  of  the  building 
and  will  have  access  to  a 
fifth-floor  roof,  on  which 
there  will  be  an  "Asian 
garden"  and  space  for  chil¬ 
dren  to  play  and  for 
events  to  be  held.  During 
the  tour  of  the  building, 
attendees  got  a  peek  at  the 
rooftop  during  construc¬ 
tion.  A  large  yellow  and 
blue  plastic  children's  slide 
was  already  installed  onto 
the  unfinished  rooftop, 
which  was  scattered  with 
tools,  ladders  and  workers 
wearing  hard  hats. 

Boston  Asian  Youth 
Essentials,  which  was  dis¬ 
placed  along  with  BCNC 
due  to  the  construction  of 
the  new  building,  also 
plans  to  move  into  space 
in  the  new  building. 

The  site  of  the 
Metropolitan,  known  as 


Parcel  C,  once  housed 
space  for  the  agencies  as 
well  as  the  Chinatown 
Mural. 

At  one  time,  the  site 
was  slated  to  become  a 
parking  garage,  but  that 
proposal  was  fought  by 
community  groups,  such 
as  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association. 

In  addition  to  provid¬ 
ing  community  space,  the 
building,  which  is  being 
developed  by  Edward  A. 
Fish  Associates,  will  house 
251  residential  units, 
including  133  rental  units 
and  118  condominiums.  A 
total  of  115  units  will  be 
available  to  low-  and  mod¬ 
erate-income  families  --  81 
rental  units  will  be 
restricted  to  families  earn¬ 
ing  no  more  than  60%  of 
the  area  median  income. 

Of  those  rental  units,  11 
studio  apartments  and 
two  one-bedroom  apart¬ 


ments  are  reserved  for 
families  and  homeless 
individuals  earning  no 
more  than  30%  of  the  area 
median  income. 

MassHousing  commit¬ 
ted  a  $65  million  construc¬ 
tion  loan  for  the  project, 
which  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation  also  helped  in 
developing.  According  to 
MassHousing,  other  fund¬ 
ing  for  the  project  came 
from  the  sale  of  Low 
Income  Housing  Tax 
Credits  ($7.5  million),  the 
Commonwealth's 
Affordable  Housing  Trust 
Fund  ($2  million).  City  of 
Boston  Linkage  Funds 
($1.9  million)  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  ($1,050,000). 

The  City  Community 
Development  Block  Grant, 
City  HOME,  and  State 
HOME  funds  will  also 
provide  funding.

used  for  bioterrorism. 
BUMC  was  awarded  $128 
million  from  the  federal 
government  to  build  the 
facility.

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Chinese  History  at 
the  Athenaeum

Giles  Li's  words  rang 
through  the  Athenaeum  on 
Beacon  Hill:  "Chinatown 
belongs  to  its  people,  wher¬ 
ever  they  are  from." 

Li  was  a  panelist  for  the 
March  16  "Histories  of 
Boston's  Chinese"  multime¬ 
dia  presentation  at  the 
Boston  Athenaeum. 

"Chinatown  is  six  blocks 
away  from  the  Athenaeum. 
I  can't  think  of  two  commu¬ 
nities  that  know  less  about 
each  other,"  said  Peter 
Kiang,  director  of  the 
UMass-Boston's  Asian 
American  Studies  Program. 
The  multimedia  panel  dis¬ 
cussion  was  sponsored  by 
the  Asian- American 
Studies  Institute  at  the 
University  of 
Massachusetts  Boston  and 
co-sponsored  by  the  Boston 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center  and  the  Chinese 
Historical  Society  of  New 
England. 

Reclaiming  history  was 
a  key  issue  that  night  as 
graduate  students  Li  and 
Shauna  Lo  presented 
research,  harking  back  to 
the  exclusion  period  of 


Chinese  immigration  in 
America  during  the  early 
20  th  century. 

Li,  who  is  pursuing  a 
public  affairs  degree  at 
UMass-Boston,  looked  at 
policy  implications  of  the 
immigration  rate  in 
Chinatown  in  1903.  Lo  pre¬ 
sented  research  on  Chinese 
women  entering  the  US 
during  the  period  of  the 
Exclusion  Act,  a  law  that 
could  have  set  the  trend  for 
regulating  immigration  to 
America. 

Shan  Shan  Nie  shared 
her  experience  as  a  METCO 
student  at  Cohasset  Middle 
High  School.  Nie,  who 
came  to  America  four  years 
ago,  presented  paintings 
that  express  her  cultural 
identity  and  hope  for  its 
future. 

"It  was  clear  that 
European  culture  was 
being  glorified,"  Nie  said  of 
her  encounters  with  school 
textbooks.  "And  others 
were  trivialized." 

Nie's  example  indicated 
an  example  of  the  lack  of 
detailed  documentation  of 
in-depth  histories  of  the 
Chinese  immigrant  popula-

school  officials,  only  a  portion  of  the 
upper  school's  nearly  400  students  — 
perhaps  only  students  in  one  grade  — 
will  be  able  to  move  in  by  September, 
and  the  rest  of  the  students  will  gradu¬ 
ally  move  in. 

"It's  a  very  tight  time  line.  We 
knew  that,"  said  Michael 
Contompasis,  chief  operating  officer 
for  the  school  department.  The  new 
building  won't  be  renovated  in  time  to 
move  all  the  students  into  the  new  site, 
he  said.  The  new  plan  is  to  move  some 
of  the  students  into  the  Old  Boston 
High/ Lincoln  School  site,  while  the 
rest  stay  in  the  existing  Washington 
Street  location  during  renovations. 

Contompasis  said  this  plan,  if 
allowed  by  City  Hall,  will  allow  con¬ 
struction  workers  easier  access  to  parts 
of  the  new  site  that  need  to  be  renovat¬ 
ed. 

The  Quincy  Upper  School  opened 
at  its  current  site  in  1999,  and  at  that 
time,  the  city  promised  to  house  the 
school  permanently  within  five  years. 
Opening  with  only  a  sixth  grade  class, 
the  school  planned  to  add  one  grade 
per  year,  until  it  would  house  students 
in  grades  six  through  12. 

The  Quincy  Upper  School  lacks  the 
space  needed  to  accommodate  all  of 
next  year's  students,  said 
Contompasis. 

"The  original  agreement  we  made 
with  the  community  was  five  years  [to 
relocate  the  school]  and  those  five 
years  are  up,"  he  said. 

Bak  Fun  Wong,  principal  of  the 
Quincy  Upper  School,  did  not  return 
phone  calls.  However,  at  the  March 
Chinatown  Safety  Committee, 

Principal  Wong  announced  that  the 
school  would  remain  at  its  current 
Washington  Street  site. 

Additionally,  during  a  recent 
school  meeting  it  was  also  announced 
that  only  the  eleventh  grade  --  the  next 
grade  to  be  added  --  would  move  into 
the  new  building  by  September, 
according  to  a  parent  of  a  student  at 
the  school. 

Delaying  the  school's  exit  from  its 
current  site  will  likely  push  back  the 
city's  planned  development  of  Parcel 
A,  the  lot  on  which  the  Quincy  Upper 
School  now  operates.  On  August  8  of 
last  year,  city  officials  said  that  the  cur¬ 
rent  site  of  the  school  would  be  devel¬ 
oped  into  a  150  to  200-unit  affordable 
housing  complex  with  "50%  affordabil¬ 
ity." 

At  that  time,  city  officials  promised 
that  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  would  "begin  a  com¬ 
munity  process  this  fall  for  the  disposi¬ 
tion  of  the  parcel." 

The  BRA  has  not  yet  created  a 
request  for  proposals  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Parcel  A. 

"It  would  be  contingent  on  when 
they're  leaving,"  said  Jessica 
Shumaker,  BRA  spokesperson. 

Contompasis  said  that  the  school  is 
"not  trying  to  delay  the  development 
of  Parcel  A." 

But,  he  said,  the  renovations  of  the 
new  site  "won't  be  a  one  summer  deal" 
and  that  they  could  take  one  to  two 
years,  depending  on  the  scope  of  the 
work.  He  said  the  move  could  be  com¬ 
pleted  before  that  time  period. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  BRA  promised 
Chinatown  $13  million  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new,  permanent  home 
for  the  Quincy  Upper  School.  The 
money  was  to  come  from  the  sale  of 
the  $23  million  Hayward  Place  Parcel, 
which  sits  just  outside  Chinatown  and 
was  leased  to  Millennium  Partners  on 
January  16,  2003. 


BPS  Approves  Residency 
Rule  Enforcement  Stratee

The  Boston  School 
Committee  recently 
completed  its  three- 
month  review  and  revi¬ 
sion  of  the  residency 
policy  for  all  Boston 
Public  Schools. 

The  new  policy 
requires  that  families 
prove  their  children's 
residency  in  Boston  by 
meeting  more  "strin¬ 
gent"  requirements  than 


before  and  creates 
"stricter  penalties"  that 
include  fines  and  possi¬ 
ble  legal  action  for  those 
who  violate  residency 
rules. 

The  committee  also 
approved  additional 
"residency  investigation 
and  enforcement  strate¬ 
gies."  Some  of  those 
strategies  include  the 
ability  to  hire  a  "resi¬ 


dency  investigator"  who 
will  pursue  cases  of  sus¬ 
pected  residency  fraud 
and  to  conduct  random 
residency  audits. 

Additionally,  the 
committee  approved  the 
establishment  of  a  "tip 
line"  so  that  people  can 
report  possible  residen¬ 
cy  violations.  That  num¬ 
ber  is  (617)  635-6775. 

An  amnesty  period. 


which  ended  today 
(March  19),  had  allowed 
families  to  disclose  their 
non-Boston  residency 
status  to  school  officials 
without  facing  penalty. 

Before  any  student  is 
assigned  or  invited  to 
attend  a  Boston  Public 
School,  that  student's 
parent  or  legal  guardian 
must  provide  three 
proofs  of  Boston  resi¬ 


dency.  Such  proof 
includes  a  copy  of  a 
lease  (including  BHA 
and  HUD  leases)  and  a 
record  of  the  most 
recent  rent  payment,  a 
gas  bill  and  a  passport.

Shocks  Prompt

Less  than  a  week 
after  a  woman's  dog  was 
zapped  by  stray  electric¬ 
ity  in  Chinatown, 

Boston  City  Councilor 
Maura  Hennigan  held  a 
hearing  to  ques¬ 
tion  the  city's 
electrical  utility 
company,  NStar. 

About  a  dozen 
dog  owners, 
whose  pets  were 
allegedly  jolted  or 
killed  by  "hot 
spots"  of  electrici¬ 
ty,  testified  at  the 
March  8  hearing,  many 
of  them  pointing  their 
fingers  at  NStar. 

"It's  NStar's  electrici¬ 
ty,  bottom  line,"  said 
one  woman  whose  dog 
was  allegedly  shocked 
by  stray  current.  Others 


with  dogs  that  were 
killed  or  hurt  said  that 
NStar  responded  to  their 
calls  about  the  electrical 
hazards  up  to  14  hours 
after  they  called  the 
company. 

NStar  representa¬ 


tives,  meanwhile, 
attempted  to  pass  the 
blame  off  to  the  city  and 
private  contractors. 

"We  feel  that  it's  criti¬ 
cal  that  the  source  and 
cause  of  these  problems 
be  made  clear,"  said 


NStar's  manager  of  com¬ 
munity  relations,  Walter 
Salvi.  "The  incidents  that 
we  heard  about  today 
are  not  [due  to]  the  fail¬ 
ure  of  NStar... to  main¬ 
tain  its  electrical  sys¬ 
tem." 

He  said  that 
construction  crews 
had  left  "unreport¬ 
ed  damage  to  our 
system,"  leaving 
the  electrical  hot 
spots. 

"We  are  the 
electric  company, 
and  we  understand 
our  responsibility," 
said  Salvi,  "but  we  are 
unable  to  control  —  and 
we  should  not  have  to 
accept  responsibility  for 
—  conditions  beyond  our 
control  and  knowledge."

CCBA  President:  No 
More  CEO  Needed

The  new  president  of 
the  Chinese 

Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association,  Roman 
Chan,  said  at  a  March  2 
meeting  that  the  agency 
does  not  need  to  hire  a 
new  Chief  Executive 
Officer  to  replace  former 
CEO  Joseph  Simmons. 

Simmons  was 
removed  from  his  posi¬ 
tion  on  January  8. 

Simmon's  position  of 


temporary  CEO 
was  created 
about  three  years 
ago,  after  the 
Massachusetts 
Attorney 
General's  office 
took  the  CCBA 
to  court,  accus¬ 
ing  the  non-prof¬ 
it  of  misusing  and  mis¬ 
managing  funds  and  fil¬ 
ing  tax  forms  late.  Chan 
said  that  the  AG's  office 
has  agreed  that  no  new 
CEO  is  needed. 


The  agency  under¬ 
went  a  leadership  shake 
up  on  January  2  when 
four  new  officers  and  a 
new  president  were 
sworn  in. 


Mass  Pike  Towers  II  Hearing 
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tains  that  the  proposed 
addition  to  the  site 
would  add  needed 
housing  --  25%  of  which 
would  be  affordable  and 
that  it  would  provide  a 
partially  under¬ 
ground  parking 
garage  instead  of 
the  outside  lot  cur¬ 
rently  available  to 
tenants.  Trinity  has 
also  said  that  the 
building  would  cre¬ 
ate  a  "buffer" 
between  the  existing 
low-income  housing 
units  and  a  future 
high  rise  that  might 
be  built  nearby. 

Tenants  in  the 
existing  buildings, 
however,  have  objected 
to  the  proposed  Mass 
Pike  Towers  II  project, 
and  last  month  picketed 
Trinity's  offices. 

"We  hope  that  noth¬ 
ing  is  built"  on  that  site, 
said  Serene  Wong,  ten¬ 
ant  and  member  of  the 
Chinatown  Resident 
Association. 

"We  don't  like  the 
Mass  Pike  Towers  II 
[proposal],"  said 
Michelle  Yee,  also  a  ten¬ 
ant. 

The  protesting  ten¬ 
ants  claim  that  the  new 
building  would  block 


light  and  views  from  a 
three-story  building  that 
sits  next  to  and  parallel 
to  the  proposed  pro¬ 
ject's  site. 

Additionally,  those 
opposing  the  building 
say  it  would  violate 


parts  of  the  South  Cove 
Urban  Renewal  Area 
plan.  They  say  the  plan 
prohibits  "speculation" 
on  the  low-income 
housing  site,  which  was 
acquired  by  Trinity  in 
1999. 

Built  in  1972,  Mass 
Pike  Towers  contains 
200  units  of  housing,  an 
80-space  parking  lot, 
and  13  retail  tenants.

Panel  Advises  ASPIRING

District  8  Forum  Discusses

didn't  follow  the  usual 
career  path:  she  did  not 
pursue  a  business  degree, 
but  instead  earned  Ph.D.  in 
genetics  and  cancer 
research  from  MIT. 

Her  strong  interest  in 
business,  however,  led  her 
to  use  her  health  and  sci¬ 
ence  background  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  career  as  a  healthcare 
consultant  with  Boston 
Consulting  Group. 

"There  is  a  way  to 
marry  all  of  it,"  she  said. 

"Just  because  you're 
majoring  in  something 
doesn't  mean  it  limits 
you,"  agreed  Katy  Young, 
another  panelist,  who  used 
to  work  at  Putnam 
Investments. 

The  panelists  also 
addressed  key  issues  of 
gender  and  ethnicity  dis¬ 
crimination  in  the  work¬ 
place.  Most  agreed  that 
having  a  different  cultural 


background  was  less  of  a 
concern,  compared  to  being 
female. 

Panelist  Sandy  Joung, 
who  works  for  JAFCO 
Ventures  and  has  spent 
three  years  as  an  invest¬ 
ment  professional  at  Atlas 
Venture,  showed  her  MIT 
class  ring. 

"I  wear  this  ring,  not 
because  I  like  it,  but 
because  I  have  to,"  she 
said,  signaling  that  the  ring 
symbolizes  her  technical 
background. 

She  described  how, 
when  she  first  started  work 
at  a  company,  people 
thought  she  was  the  boss's 
secretary  or  the  reception¬ 
ist.  She  added  that  this 
form  of  gender  discrimina¬ 
tion  seemed  a  generational 
issue  and  the  situation  was 
improving. 

"Young  entrepreneurs 
don't  care,"  she  said. 

In  addition,  the  women 
discussed  the  importance 
of  developing  personal 
skills  and  keeping  an  open 
mind  for  opportunity. 

Christine  Cheung,  an 
undergraduate  at  UMass 
Boston  who  attended  the 
event,  said  her  background 
was  very  different  from  the 
speakers,  most  of  whom 
had  attended  Harvard 
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Councilor  Michael 
Ross  on  the  Fence

At  a  March  4  forum  in 
the  Fenway,  city  coun¬ 
cilors,  scientists,  activists 
and  academics  criticized 
the  proposed  Boston 
University  "Level  4" 
Biodefense  Laboratory, 
slated  to  be  built  in  the 
South  End,  near  Roxbury. 

Sitting  on  the  panel 
were  mostly  critics  of  the 
lab,  such  as  city  councilors 
Felix  Arroyo  and  Chuck 
Turner  and  activist  Klare 
Allen.  Councilor  Michael 
Ross,  who  so  far  is  on  the 
fence,  was  also  a  panelist. 

Some  have  opposed  the 
laboratory  because  it 
would  house  research  of 
deadly  pathogens  that 
could  be  used  for  bioter¬ 
rorism. 

Ross  said  he  was  ini¬ 
tially  a  cautious  supporter 
of  the  facility,  but  not  a 
"cheerleader"  for  it.  He 
said  he's  committed  to 
keeping  an  "open  mind." 

Ross  said  that  his  first 
impression  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  biodefense  laborato¬ 
ry  was  that  it  would  be 
used  to  cure  diseases  such 


as  SARS  and  AIDS.  The 
lab's  potential  to  help 
Boston's  long-term  eco¬ 
nomic  growth  was  also  an 
attraction,  said  Ross. 

"A  billion  dollars  [in 
research  money]  and  all 
those  jobs  --  we  should 
think  about  the  future  of 
Boston  and  where  that's 
going  to  take  us,"  he  said. 

"If  we're  still  alive," 
mocked  one  audience 
member. 

On  September  30,  2003, 
Boston  University  and 
Boston  University  Medical 
Center  were  awarded  $128 
million  from  the  federal 
government  to  construct 
the  biodefense  laboratory. 

The  facility  will  house 
what's  called  a  Biosafety 
Level  4  lab,  which  contains 
research  of  the  world's 
most  hazardous 
pathogens,  many  of  which 
cause  diseases  for  which 
there  is  no  known  cure. 

Many  at  the  meeting 
accused  Boston  University 
of  failing  to  be  transparent 
about  its  proposal.  Boston 
University  has  not  yet 
publicly  released  its  appli¬ 
cation  to  compete  for  fed¬ 
eral  money  to  build  the 
lab,  though  other  compet¬ 
ing  universities  released 
their  applications  soon 


after  submitting  them. 

"We've  already  been 
trying  for  eight  months  to 
get  answers  to  things 
we're  concerned  about, 
and  there's  a  problem  with 
that,"  said  Allen,  who  is 
with  Alternatives  for 
Community  and 
Environment. 

"They're  not  doing  a 
good  job"  of  proving  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  facility, 
said  Ross.  He  said  that  he 
read  the  university's  Web 
pages  about  the  lab,  and  "I 
got  their  FAQ  and  I've 
never  read  more  amor¬ 
phous  words  in  my  life." 

Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino,  Governor  Mitt 
Romney,  and  Senator 
Edward  Kennedy  support 
the  biodefense  lab's  pro¬ 
posal.  Boston  University 
claims  the  facility  will  pro¬ 
vide  660  jobs  and  1,300 
construction  jobs. 

"If  these  diseases  are 
incurable,  then  I  really 
don't  feel  safe,"  said 
Calvin  Feliciano,  19,  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Roxbury,  who  was 
at  the  forum. 

David  Jones,  17,  of 
Roxbury,  said  he  felt  fed¬ 
eral  money  ought  to  be 
going  to  housing  projects

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Elder  Q&A: 
Nursing  Homes 

By  Marta  Frank 

Q:  Is  the  role  of  nursing  homes  changing? 

A:  Yes.  A  new  state  report  says  that  the 
Commonwealth  has  been  overly-reliant  on 
nursing  homes,  which  has  driven  up  costs 
"without  providing  the  kinds  of  support  that 
consumers  really  prefer." 

The  study.  Transforming  Long-Term 
Supports  in  Massachusetts,  explains  that  back 
in  the  mid-1960s,  when  the  federal  Medicaid 
program  was  created,  nursing  homes  were  a 
required  part  of  a  state's  eldercare  program. 
Even  though  most  seniors  preferred  to  be 
cared  for  at  home,  the  Medicaid  program 
offered  only  a  modest  home  health  benefit, 
and  it  wasn't  mandatory.  The  nursing  home 
industry  grew  dramatically  in  the  first  two 
decades  of  Medicaid  coverage.  "Over  time," 
the  report  says,  "the  system  developed  an 
institutional  bias"  that  did  not  respond  to  the 
consumer's  desire  for  choice,  autonomy,  and 
dignity.  Medicaid  rules  made  it  easier  to 
qualify  for  nursing  home  care  than  for  home 
care. 

But  today,  the  federal  and  state  govern¬ 
ments  are  trying  to  reverse  this  institutional 
bias,  and  encourage  the  expansion  of  com¬ 
munity-based  care.  "Creative  members  of  the 
nursing  home  industry  have  realized  that 
they  must  diversify  and  transform  if  their 
organizations  are  to  be  viable  in  the  future," 
the  report  notes.  Many  nursing  homes  now 
offer  home  health  services,  adult  day  care 
programs,  assisted  living  options,  and  short- 
stay  "rehab"  programs.  No  longer  is  a  nurs¬ 
ing  home  viewed  as  a  person's  last  address. 

All  this  has  meant  an  adjustment  in  the 
"culture"  of  nursing  homes.  "Some  facili¬ 
ties,"  the  study  says,  "have  begun  to  modify 
the  culture  of  facilities  to  more  fully  reflect 
community  life,  options,  and  values."  Some 
nursing  homes  are  making  their  facilities 
more  home-like,  bringing  in  plants  and  ani¬ 
mals,  creating  more  gathering  spaces,  help¬ 
ing  residents  participate  more  fully  in  com¬ 
munity  life,  and  helping  elders  to  move  back 
to  a  community  setting. 

Four  years  ago,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
ruled  that  disabled  people  of  all  ages  had  the 
right  to  be  cared  for  in  the  "least  restrictive 
setting"  appropriate  to  their  needs.  The 
Court  also  acknowledged  that  nursing 
homes  "are  needed  and  must  remain  avail¬ 
able."  There  is  no  question  that  nursing 
homes  are  evolving.  Family  members,  like¬ 
wise,  are  changing  their  expectations,  and 
realizing  that  many  nursing  home  stays 
today  will  be  short  ones,  with  the  goal  of 
returning  to  the  community. 

The  report  says  the  state  should  offer  help 
to  individuals  and  families  "who  want  to 
transition  from  facilities  to  the  community," 
and  "improve  the  balance"  of  spending  on 
community  care  and  facility  care.

High  Blood  Cholesterol: 
A  Disease  You  Can  Treat 


How  is  cholesterol  and  heart 
disease  related? 

Heart  disease  is  a  leading 
cause  of  death  for  men  and 
women  of  all  races  and  eth¬ 
nicities  in  the  USA.  There  is  a 
relationship  between  the 
blood  cholesterol  concentra¬ 
tion  and  heart  disease  risk: 
the  higher  the  cholesterol,  the 
higher  the  risk  for  heart  dis¬ 
ease.

every  five  years.  A  fasting 
lipid  profile  consists  of  total 
cholesterol,  triglycerides, 
LDL-Cholesterol  (more  com¬ 
monly  known  as  the  "bad 
cholesterol")  and  HDL- 
Cholesterol  (the  "good  choles¬ 
terol").  The  blood  test  should 
be  done  after  12  to  14  hours 
of  fasting  as  food  can  effect 
the  results.. 

The  higher  your  LDL,  or 
"bad  cholesterol,"  the  more 
you  are  at  risk  for  heart  dis¬ 
ease.  The  higher  the  HDL,  or 
"good  cholesterol",  the  lower 
your  risk  for  heart  disease. 

Below  are  the  normal  and 
abnormal  levels  of  the  fasting 
lipid  profile:

NStar  At  City  Council  Hearing 
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Though  NStar  didn't 
take  responsibility  for 
the  electrified  manholes 
and  other  hot  spots, 
company  officials  said  it 
would  step  up  inspec¬ 
tions  and  testing  of  man¬ 
holes.  NStar  also 
announced  a  five  point 
program  to  find,  fix,  and 
prevent  the  problem 
areas.  This  program 
includes  inspecting 
30,000  manholes,  modi¬ 
fying  inspection  proce¬ 
dures,  and  conducting 
more  outreach. 

By  the  time  of  the 
hearing,  said  the  NStar 
officials,  the  company 
had  inspected  830  man¬ 
holes  and  found  nine 
locations  that  were  iden¬ 
tified  to  have  problems. 


Eight  of  the  nine  sites, 
they  said,  involved  "city 
street  lights  or  city  light¬ 
ing."  The  ninth  location, 
they  said,  "is  under 
investigation." 

As  for  the  incident  in 
Chinatown,  said  Salvi, 
"We  are  convinced  that 
that  was  caused  by  a 
contractor  in  the  street." 

Responding  to 
NStar's  claims  was 
Michael  P.  Monahan, 
business  manager  for  the 
International 
Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers  Local  103. 

"Bush  and  Cheney 
should  hire  you  to 
answer  questions  about 
the  weapons  of  mass 
destruction,"  said 
Monahan,  who  accused 
NStar  of  avoiding 


responsibility  by 
attempting  to  "blame 
others." 

"In  the  past  30  days, 
there  have  been  not  one, 
not  two,  but  six  reported 
incidents  of  electrical 
malfunctions  as  the 
result  of  incompetence 
on  the  part  of  NStar  and 
their  hired  contractors. 

"To  put  it  clearly,  the 
city  of  Boston  is  in  the 
midst  of  a  very  real  and 
serious  public  safety  cri¬ 
sis  —  all  due  to  substan¬ 
dard  work  and  mainte¬ 
nance  policies  performed 
and  not  performed  by 
NStar,"  said  Monahan. 

Though  most  of  the 
incidents  involved  pets, 
some  who  testified  said 
they  worried  that  chil¬ 
dren  or  elderly  people 


were  also  at  risk. 

A  man  who  identified 
himself  as  a  licensed 
electrician  asked  what 
would  happen  if  kids 
playing  barefoot  under 
hose  water  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  stepped  over  a  hot 
spot. 

Holding  back  tears,  a 
woman  told  of  her  dog 
that  was  killed  about 
four  years  ago  after 
receiving  a  jolt  of  stray 
electricity. 

She  said  that  at  that 
time,  the  Boston  City 
Council  held  a  similar 
hearing  about  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  stray  electricity. 

Salvi  said  that  the 
hearing  four  years  ago 
resulted  in  a  joint  inspec¬ 
tion  between  the  city  and 
NStar.

The  price,  which  was  quoted 
last  week  and  is  subject  to 
change,  was  discounted  by 
the  travel  agency. 

Wonderful  Travel,  a 
Chinese  travel  agency  in 
Cambridge,  was  able  to  offer 
fares  as  low  as  $692  round- 
trip  from  Boston  to  Hong 
Kong  for  April  (price  also 
subject  to  change  and  was 
quoted  last  week).

Pacific  Garden 
Seafood 

Restaurant:  Dim 
Sum  at  Its  Best

Pacific  Garden 
Seafood  Restaurant 
specializes  in  dim 
sum  cuisine  and  its 
pristine  reputation  got 
a  hold  of  me  through 
word-of-mouth. 

Friends  swore  to 
me  that  there  was  a 
"hidden"  Chinese 
restaurant  in 
Chinatown  that  boasts 
the  best  dim  sum  in 
Chinatown,  or  Boston 
for  that  matter.  I  had 
to  find  out  for  myself. 

"Hidden"  is  right. 
The  restaurant  is 
located  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  an  old  build¬ 
ing  at  46  Beach  Street 
--  a  building  known 
for  the  Chinatown 
eateries  on  its  second 
floor,  not  under¬ 
ground.  Once  you  go 
through  the  narrow 
entrance  of  the  restau¬ 
rant,  you  are  immedi¬ 
ately  greeted  by  sev¬ 
eral  live-seafood 
tanks,  as  are  common 
in  Chinese  restau¬ 
rants.  After  all, 

Chinese  are  adamant 
about  the  freshness  of 
their  seafood. 

So,  on  a  recent 
Saturday  morning  my 
dining  companion 
and  I  entered  the 
basement  establish¬ 
ment.  We  found  our¬ 
selves  surrounded  by 
bustling  waiters  and 
waitresses  and  loud 
conversation.  In  the 
background,  we 
heard  the  faint  sound 
of  modem  rock  play¬ 
ing  over  a  stereo. 

The  maitre  d' 
asked:  "Hang  wei?" 

I  nodded  in  agree¬ 
ment.  Yes,  I  am  in  a 


dim  sum  restaurant  in 
Chinatown. 

Unlike  other  dim 
sum  restaurants  at 
which  you  chose  from 
a  selection  displayed 
on  a  rolling  cart, 
everything  at  Pacific 
Garden  Seafood 
Restaurant  appears  to 
be  cooked  to  order. 
Upon  sitting  down  at 
our  table,  we  were 
handed  a  paper  menu 
and  a  pencil.  We  were 
told  to  check  off  the 
dishes  we  wanted. 

Pacific  Garden's 
total  repertoire 
includes  over  40  dif¬ 
ferent  dishes  and  they 
are  labeled  as  Large 
($3.00),  Medium 
($2.50)  and  Small 
($2.10).  Their  varieties 
range  from  the  tradi¬ 
tional  steamed  shrimp 
dumpling,  steamed 
shrimp  or  beef  wraps 
and  spare  ribs  with 
black  bean  sauce  to 
the  more  adventurous 
braised  beef  tripe, 
snails  with  black  bean 
sauce  and  the  most 
daunting  dish  of  all, 
pigs  blood  with  gin¬ 
ger  and  scallions. 

The  Steamed 
Shrimp  Dumpling  is 
one  of  the  more  popu¬ 
lar  and  traditional 
dishes.  This  exquisite 
dish  consists  of  whole 
succulent  shrimp  (as 
opposed  to  ground 
shrimp)  and  ground 
shrimp  to  fill  up  the 
steamed  dumplings. 
They  come  to  the 
table  steaming  hot 
and  it  is  a  struggle  to 
remove  the  dumpling 
from  the  wooden  dim

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ARTS  REVIEW: 

Small  Wonders  Fill  "Art  of  the  Japanese  Postcard"

On  a  recent  snowy  day,  I  ducked  into 
the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  to  look  at  the 
new  exhibition  of  Japanese  postcards, 
which  will  be  on  display  through  June  6. 

Though  the  medium  of  the  postcard  is 
small  in  dimension,  the  collection  assem¬ 
bled  for  "The  Art  of  the  Japanese 
Postcard"  is  quite  grand.  I  easily  spent 
over  an  hour  looking  at  the  350  exhibited 
works,  which  comprise  only  a  small  sam¬ 
ple  of  the  20,000  postcards  recently 
acquired  from  collector  Leonard  A. 
Lauder,  chairman  of  Estee  Lauder 
Companies  Inc. 

Though  formidable,  the  exhibit  does 
not  overwhelm  due  to  the  excellent 
arrangement  according  to  social,  histori¬ 
cal,  and  aesthetic  themes  by  curator  Anne 
Nishimura  Morse.  Moving  through  the 
room,  looking  into  each  small  and  intri¬ 
cate  frame,  one  gleans  a  broad  sense  of 
the  popular  and  artistic  culture  of  Japan 
during  the  early  modem  era. 

The  Japanese  postal  system  adopted 
the  postcard  in  1873  (three  years  before 
the  import  of  baseball)  and  it  became  such 
a  popular  phenomenon  that  by  the  turn  of 
the  century  it  had  begun  to  overtake  the 
woodblock  print  as  the  primary  medium 
for  graphic  artists  in  Japan.  This  popular¬ 
ity  was  put  to  many  commercial  and 
political  ends,  including  extensive  propa¬ 
ganda  for  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  which 
began  in  1904.  The  Japanese  government 
issued  postcards  with  images  ranging 
from  simple  patriotism  to  radical  national¬ 
ism,  such  as  the  series  depicting  different 
Japanese  leaders  as  the  "Seven  Gods  of 
Good  Fortune."  Another  series,  entitled 


"The  Battle  of  the  Japan  Sea"  by  Saito 
Shoshu,  depicts  a  wide  scene  from  this 
crucial  naval  battle,  in  which  each  post¬ 
card  is  only  one  of  nine  panels  composing 
the  larger  image. 

While  postcards  were  initially  exclu¬ 
sive  to  the  government,  private  groups 
soon  gained  publishing  authorization  and 
Japanese  artists  were  commissioned  to 
design  prints. 

The  first  group  of  artists  to  adopt  the 
medium  were  yoga  artists,  trained  in 
Western  styles  of  painting.  One  can  see 
the  influence  of  French  and  English  artists 
in  several  of  the  images,  such  as  those  by 
Nakamura  Fusetsu,  which  seem  to  be 
inspired  by  Renoir.  Maruyana  Banka's 
"Lotus  Pond"  is  a  beautiful  composition 
influenced  by  his  study  of  English  water- 
colors.  Most  striking  in  this  section  is  a 
narrative  series  of  cards  by  Kobayashi 
Kaichi  entitled  "Woman  Waiting  For  Her 
Beloved."  Kaichi's  style  incorporates  a 
tremendous  use  of  color  to  evoke  a  tangi¬ 
ble  mood. 

Artists  of  the  nihonga  school,  which 
synthesized  Japanese  and  Western  styles, 
soon  began  to  play  along.  Featured  in 
this  section  of  the  exhibit  is  another  series 
by  Shoshu  called  "Postcards  of  Haikai 
Poetry,"  featuring  playful  images  of  a 
snail,  a  trout,  and  a  toad,  accompanied  by 
the  poetry  of  Buson,  Koyo,  and  Issa.  The 
calligraphy  smoothly  emanates  from  each 
animal,  as  if  the  poem  were  a  simple  mus¬ 
ing  of  the  creature  at  calm,  contemplative 
moment.  All  that  is  missing  is  a  transla¬ 
tion  of  the  poems,  which,  for  whatever 
reason,  the  curator  chose  not  to  present  in 
the  work's  description. 

This  blend  of  modem  art  with  tradi¬ 


tional  Japanese  themes  and  techniques 
continued  with  the  popularization  of  Art 
Nouveau,  a  style  which  charmed  many 
Japanese  artists  in  Paris  during  the 
Exposition  Universelle  in  1900.  Art 
Nouveau,  though  originally  a  European 
school  incorporating  rhythmic,  sinuous 
lines  inspired  by  the  natural  world,  was 
itself  significantly  influenced  by  native 
Japanese  art  of  the  18th  Century,  such  as 
the  paintings  of  Ogata  Korin.  In  a  way, 
the  flattened  forms  with  fluid,  contoured 
lines  of  Korin  made  their  way  back  to 
Japan  via  Paris.  A  beautiful  example  can 
be  seen  in  "Female  Nude  Seated  in 
Water"  by  Ichijo  Narumi,  as  the  subject's 
reflection  shimmers  in  the  rippled  water. 

Contrasting  the  natural  themes  of  Art 
Nouveau  are  several  postcards  of  the  Art 
Deco  style,  featuring  modern  cosmopoli¬ 
tan  subjects.  Here  we  see  much  more 
work  by  the  talented  Kobayashi  Kaichi, 
including  the  four-card  series  "Youth," 
which  presents  a  stylish  and  tubish  female 
figure  dramatically  posed  about  a  table 
and  a  goblet,  with  an  ace  of  a  different 
suit  hanging  behind  her  in  each  print. 

Also  worthy  of  distinction  is  Kaichi's 
"Melancholy  of  the  Town"  series,  in 
which  his  figures  are  so  evocatively  ren¬ 
dered  that  they  seem  to  brood  right  before 
your  eyes. 

The  exhibit  concludes  with  a  social 
focus,  drawing  attention  to  the  varied 
conventions  of  postcard  use,  such  as  send¬ 
ing  New  Year's  greetings,  advertising, 
and  tourism.  In  this  more  commercial 
genre,  the  aesthetic  quality  remains  high, 
such  as  in  "To  Tomita  Beach,"  a  very  sim¬ 
ple,  but  elegant  composition  of  a  diver  sit¬ 
ting  at  the  end  of  a  board,  poised  above

the  calm  water. 

Walking  away  from  these  works,  I 
wanted  to  take  a  few  of  my  favorites  with 
me,  and  send  them  to  friends  far  away. 
Postcards,  after  all,  are  meant  to  travel, 
and  to  communicate,  through  space,  an 
image.  However,  for  the  time  being,  these 
postcards  are  not  going  anywhere,  and 
that  is,  indeed,  a  fortunate  fact  for  the  art 
lovers  of  Boston.  Thanks  to  Leonard 
Lauder's  collection,  one  may  look  upon 
these  small  images  and  see  into  the  large, 
dynamic  world  of  early  20th  Century 
Japan.

sum  tray  without  breaking  the 
shell  of  the  dumpling  and  hav¬ 
ing  to  eat  it  broken,  bit  by  bit. 

The  spare  ribs  with  black 
bean  sauce  is  prepared  with  little 
pieces  of  spare  ribs  marinated 
meticulously  in  oils  and  black 
bean  sauce,  the  result  is  bite 
sized  pieces  of  pork  that  leave 
you  wanting  more. 

For  the  more  adventurous 


and  the  not-so-faint-of  heart,  the 
snails  with  black  bean  sauce  is 
an  excellent  way  to  get  your 
hands  dirty  while  savoring  a  del¬ 
icacy.  Toothpicks  are  provided  to 
wrestle  the  snails  loose  from 
their  shells.  But  when  eating  this 
meal,  patience  is  indeed  a  virtue, 
as  extreme  caution  must  be  exer¬ 
cised  to  avoid  dropping  the 
snails  on  your  shirt,  forever  leav¬ 
ing  a  souvenir  of  your  dim  sum 
experience. 

The  fried  dumpling  with  pork 


dish  is  an  interesting  little  num¬ 
ber  that  might  be  on  the  oily 
side,  but  is  tasty  nonetheless.  The 
braised  beef  tripe  is  flaked  into 
thin  bumpy  sheets  that  are  mari¬ 
nated  in  a  garlic  sauce,  which 
results  in  a  slippery  and  delicate 
dish. 

It  seems  that  a  lot  of  attention 
is  put  into  each  dish  —  couple 
that  with  the  fact  that  each  dish 
is  made  to  order  and  comes  to 
your  table  fresh.  The  result  is  just 
simply  delightful  dim  sum. 


And  dim  sum  is  a  big  deal 
here  on  weekends,  where  the 
vast  carpeted  room  fills  up  like  a 
banquet  hall.  The  service  is  brisk 
and  friendly,  and  the  decor  is 
comfortable.  Of  course,  there  are 
other  restaurants  in  the  area  that 
serve  good  Chinese  food,  too. 
But  few  do  such  a  superb  job  of 
juggling  all  the  talents  it  takes  to 
turn  out  satisfying  dim  sum. 

Whether  you're  a  fanatic  or  a 
curious  beginner,  there's  no  bet¬ 
ter  place  in  the  area  to  sample 


these  dainty  morsels  than  Pacific
